PARIS, Sept. 23.—The specter of 
war again stared Europe in the 
face today when a new and alarm- 
ing phase developed in the Cham- 


. <@isquiéting turn brought an 
about-face in France.

Simultaneously, orders went out 


to troops on all of the frontiers of 
France to stand by their positions, 
ready for any emergency. 

The day of rapid events fh over- 
wrought Europe, appeared to turn 
the democracies’ stand against 
Adolf Hitler, who up to now had 
been getting practically everything 
he demanded. 

Soviet Russia played an impor- 
tant role in the change by inform- 
ing the world from Geneva that 
it would fight for Czechoslovakia 
if France did. Commissar Maxim 
Litvinov’s declaration was made 
almost at the same time that Pre- 
mier Daladier was quoted as an- 
nouncing a new, stiffened French 


stand. 
Daladier Quoted. 

Radical Socialist Deputies quoted 
Premier Daladies as declaring that 
“if Germany enters Czechoslovakia 
France will face her engagements.” 
This stand seemed to call forth 
an immediate favorable reception 
by the Parliament majority. Shortly 
prior to this change it tas learned 
that the Premier had decided on 
collective resignation of the Cab- 
inet as soon as the crisis was over. 

Agitation for help for Czecho- 
slovakia resulted in several street 
demonstrations in Paris. 

Metal workers leaving factories 
in two Paris suburbs attempted to 
parade to the Czechoslovak Lega- 
tion to demonstrate on behalf of 
Czechoslovaks, but the parade was 
broken up by police. 

Deputy Louis Malvy, one of the 
leaders of the Premier's own party, 
was one of those who quoted Dala- 
dier’s words to newspaper men 
after a delegation of Radical 
Socialist Ministers had called on 
the Premier. 

Malvy also said that Daladier de- 
¢clared he would call Parliament im- 
mediately back into session “if the 
situation should become worse.” 

Radical-Socialist deputies said 
Daladier, the leader of their party, 


might be effected without calling 
Parliament. , 

France is pledged to go to Gzecho- 
slovakia’s aid should the latter be 
the victim of “unprovoked aggres- 
sion.” 

British Envoy Sees Bonnet. 

The declarations attributed to the 
Premier were reported by Malvy 
shortly before 6:30 p. m. (11:30 p. 
m., St. Louis time). 
They came after the British Am- 
bassador, Sir Eric Phipps, had had 
a surprise 20-minute conference 
with Foreign Minister Georges 
Bonnet,

STRASBOURG, France, - Sept. 23. 
—Troops along France’s Belgian, 
Italian, German and Spanish fron- 
tiers were ordered today to assume 
“positions of alert,” {t was report- 
ed in sources Close to the General 
Staff. Such an order, issued by the 
Government, means that troops 
take positions, ready fof an emer- 
gency. 

These reports came as difficul- 
ties became manifest in talks at 
Godesberg, Germany, between 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain of Great Britain and Reichs- 
fuehrer Adolf Hitler of Germany. 

At Thionville, near the German 
frontier; it was reported sections 
of army engineers had been sent 
up to the frontier, as well as de- 
tachments of Mobile Guards des- 
tined to be shock troops in event 
of conflict. 

The. orders were expected to be 
applied also to troops,;in the ‘in- 
terior - if the situation should be- 
come alarming. 

France’s military preparations, 
which included the calling of an, 
estimated 1,200,000 reservists to the 
colors and canceled leaves in the 
air force and navy as well as tne 
army, were halted Sept. 19 after 
Premier Edouard Daladier con- 
ferred with Chamberlain in Lon- 
don. 

The new surprise order sent mili- 
tary. police hurrying through gar- 
rison towns rounding up officers 
and soldiers who had been sent 
back to barracks. 

Inclusion in the order of troops 
on the frontiers was seen as a move 
to assure protection of every inch 
of France’s border no matter what 
may happen. 

Today’s measure did not necessi- 
tate the calling of troops from the 
interior, although at some frontier 
points some garrisons were relieved 
by fresh detachments from camps 
behind the first lines. 

On the Maginot Line facing Ger- 
many some 400,000 men were at 
battle positions in casemates they 
have occupied since the crisis be- 


gan. 

Anti-aircraft batteries facing Ger- 
many, Italy and Spain were 
manned.

“Although in the course of this 
interview Chamberlain will make 
new efforts it may be considered 
for the moment that negotiations 
definitely have broken .down.” 

Havas reported Hitler demanded 


of Chamberlain that Germany be 
permitted immediately to occupy a 
zone in the Sudeten.. region of 
Czechoslovakia. 

Havas said Hitler refused to 
make any decisions whatsoever con- 
cerning the Sudeten . problem in 
general until France and Britain 
had acceded to his demand.

LONDON, Sept. 23.—A statement 


issued by Czechoslovak official 
gources tonight said there was in- 
tensified activity by Sudeten Ger- 
mans along the Czechoslovak-Ger- 
man border, with clashes and some 


casualties. 

The statement, issued on the 
basis of late reports from Prague, 
added: 

“Refugees who returned to 
C#echoslovakia in the Freiwaldau 
district refer to an order from 
Neigse (Germany) that German 
officials were following them. 

“In another place it was stated 
the insurgents (Sudetens) were to 
be followed by 3000 German sol- 
diers. 

“In the Schluckenau district, in- 
surgents were interspersed with 
groups of (German Nazi) S. A. and 
S. S. men, who penetrated several 
kilometers from Czechoslovakia. 

“From the fact that at Caste 
Hamry 10 Czech custom officers 
were taken captive by German cus- 
tom officers, it would/ appear that 
in some cases the insurgents were 
given assistance by German author- 
ities.” 

Advices from Berlin said that the 
appearance of some Sudeten free 
corps men in Nazi 8S. A. overcoats 
at Seidenberg had led to the as 
sumption in sdmé quarters that 
German Storm Troops and Elite 
Guard members were participating 
in border fights. German officials 
said, however, that this was not 
true. It was. pointed out.that at 
Linz, volunteers from the S. A. and 
S. S. ranks were refused permis- 
gion to join the Sudeten free 
corps. . 

In Bayreuth, the local free corps 
commander accepted 8S. A. volun- 
teers. On the whole, however, Ber- 
lin observers said that there were 
enotigh Sudeten Germans willing to 

join the free corps to make exten- 
give use of 8S. A. and 8. 8. men 
unnecessary. 


EIGHT KILLED, MANY 
INJURED IN CLASHES 


By the Associated Press. 

PRAGUE, Sept. 23.—Government 
sources reported today that eight 
persons were killed and many 
others wounded in frontier clashes 
last night between Sudeten German 
party members and armed Czecho- 
slovak guards. 

The most serious incident was re- 
ported from the small town of Frei- 
waldau, in the western part of Su- 
detenland. There Czechoslovak 
gendarmerié and Sudetens fought 
a short battle in which four Czechs 
were killed and 12 wounded. 

In another fight, at Habakladru, 
three Sudeten party members were 
reported shot to death. This inci- 
dent was said to have started when 
@ crowd of civilians attacked 
Czechoslovak guards, 

One Czech soldier was killed by 
a shot in the back in the Karlovy 
Vary region, said the Government 
report. 

Seventeen Czechoslovak  gen- 
darmes were kidnaped by Sudeten 
volunteers at Gottergad and taken 
across the border. One escaped and 
carried news of the incident back 
across the frontier. 

At Hammern, near Tressnitz, 10 
Czechoslovak custom guards were 
besieged by a crowd of Germans 
which Prague officials said includ- 
ed German gendarmes and custom 
guards. Later, the reports said, 
the Germans took over the custom 
house there. 

From several other points came 
reports of clashes and kidnapings. 

The Government said, however, 
that all these incidents had been 
“liquidated” and were under inves- 
tigation. 

In all cases of violence, Prague 
officials said, Czechoslovak guards 
were under orders to withhold fire 
which might send bullets across 
the border into Germany and pro- 
voke more serious disorders.

The Sudeten Germans remained 
behind barricades on the main 
highway between Eger and Asch. 
Asch is the home town of Konrad 
Henlein, Sudeten German leader. 
The troops had left Asch when 
the Prague Government's surren- 
der to the British-French ‘partition 
plan was announced Wednesday. 
Czechoslovak officials and police 
resumed their functions at Eger 
last night. They had orders from 
Prague to retract agreements they 
had made locally with the Sudeten 
German leaders. A five-man Gov:

Su- 
deten German vigilance corps, 
which began Wednesday to patrol 
the streets, disappeared and regu- 
lar police returned.

Labor Party Campaign.

The Cabinet was said to be split, 
nine to nine, over Daladier’s refusal 
to fulfill French »bligations to aid 
Czechoslovakia. 

The Premier was said to have 
made it a condition of th nket 
resignation that the dissenting Cab- 
inet members remain .n the Gov- 
ernment until Chamberlain finishes 
his negotiations with Hitler. 

Usually well-informed sources 
declared three of the Ministers left 
resignations with Premier Daladier, 
not to be acted on until the outcome 
of the Godesberg conference is 
known. 

These three, Paul Reynaud, Min- 
ister of Justice; Georges Mandel, 
Minister of Colonies, and Auguste 
Champetier de Ribes, Minister of 
Pensions, talked to Daladier yester- 
day in a stormy confereace, inform- 
ants said. 

They were said to have re 
proached Daladier for having ig- 
nored his Cabinet and without their 
knowledge taken vital decisions, in 
agreeing with Britain to urge the 
cession of Czechoslovak Sudeten- 
land to Gertany. 

Financial Difficulties. 

Financial difficulties added ito 
Daladier’s worries, with the franc 
falling yesterday on news of heavy 
Government borrowing and with 
large scale hoardings by persons 
who wanted to have a supply of 
cash on hard if war came, 

The financial effects of the crisis 
were reflécted in a og a France 
statement showing the vernment 
had drained from it an additional 
9,000,000,000 francs ($81,000,000) 
under provisions for tans to the 
state without interest.

One published report, said to have 
come from German sources: in 
Godesberg, described the Hitler- 
Chamberlain interview as “harsh.” 

That report said Hitler demanded 
the right to move troops 8.7 miles 
into Sudetenland today and refused 
to give any guarantees for the fron- 
tiers ‘of the new Czechoslovakia.

CIVIC NEEDS GROUP OPPOSES. 
CUT IN ART MUSEUM LEVY 


General Council, Representng 130 Organiza- 
tions, Points to Cultural Value to 
City of Institution. 


A protest against placing on the 
ballot in the November election a 
proposal to cut the City Art Mu- 
seum tax in half was sent to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment yesterday by the General 
Council on Civic Needs, which rep- 
resents about 130 civic and business 
organizations. 


Among the argumerts in favor 
of retaining the present two-cents 
on the $100 valuation rate, the 
Council points out, is the fact that 
the Museum has become one of the 
city’s few great cultural assets and 
that to take away half of its tax 
would seriously handicap its work 
while doing little to reduce the 
city’s deficit. 


Reasons for Opposition. 


The protest is signed by W. O. 
Muligardt, chairman of the council. 
It first had been considered by 
the council’s public buildings com- 
mittee and yesterday was approved 
by the executive committee. The 
reasons for its opposition to pro- 
posal are stated as follows: 

“That since the existing form of 
management and income was au- 
thorized by the voters in 1909, the 
City Art Museum of St. Louis has 
reached a position where it is rec- 
ognized as one of the outstanding 
institutions of its character in the 
United States. 

“That to reduceits income by 
| one-half would seriously handicap 
this institution which is one of the 
few cultural activities in the com- 
munity, and that any community to 


be well balanced must provide for 
a variety of citizen needs. 

“That the Comptrolier’s report of 
estimates for 1938-39 indicates’ the 
Art Museum will have but $173,895 
tax income, and that the suggestion 
that one-half of this sum be divert- 
ed to general revenue as a means 
of reducing a deficit in excess of $2,- 
900,000 is not a good reason for 
taking the proposed step. 

“That there is serious likelihood 
that many valuable objects of art 
loaned to the Museum by private 
citizens will be recalled, resulting 
in further curtailment of education- 
al possibilities. | 

“And, finally, that the independ- 
ent management of this institution 
be maintained by reason of its dem- 
onstration since 1909 of its ability 
to provide an outstanding Art Mu- 
seum for this community. 

“As a result of the fullest con- 
sideration in this matter the Coun- 
cil on Civic Needs conveys to you 
its opposition to the proposal, and 
urges that tae present status of the 
Art Museum be maintained.” 

Decision Next Tuesday. 

The Board of Estimate will con- 
sider at its meeting next Tuesday 
whether or not to go ahead with 
plans to cut the tax rate. A peti- 
tion bearing 100 nan.es has been 
drawn and can be sent to the Board 
of Aldermen for decision as to 
whether it should go on the ballot. 

The Board of Directors of the 
St. Louis League of Women Voters 
passed a resolution at its last meet- 
ing urging that the “control of the 
Art Museum funds remain as they 
are ‘now.”

FOR NEXT ELECTION 


Board ta Give Them Trial 
Nov. 8 Because of $1700 
a Year Saving. 


A trial of corrugated paper vot- 
ing booths and tables will be made 
in the election of Nov. 8, the Elec- 
tion Board decided yesterday. Act- 
ing Chairman Claxton E. Allen said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter that; 
adoption of these facilities in place 
of wood would gave about $1700 a 


year, including purchase and haul- 
ing costs, and would provide voters 
and precinct officials with smoother 
and cleaner places on which to 
write. 

Folding wooden partitions are 
provided now for voting booths and 
wooden tables for the judges and 
clerks and their books. Natural 
wear and the carving of initials has 
roughened the writing shelves in 
many of the old booths. Samples 
of the paper booths, which fold, 
were examined by the board. These 
furnishings would be replaced at 
each election, but the board expect- 
ed to have some salvage value from 
them. Each of the city’s 783 poll- 
ing places must have five booths. 

The trial will involve the pur- 
chase of 1000 of the paper booths 
and 100 of the tabies. A price of 
76 cents each for the booths and 
$1.71 each for the tables was sub- 
mitted by the Gaylord Container 
Corporation. Bids for ‘wooden 
booths ranged from about $10 to 
$17 and for wooden tables from 
about $6 to $12,

Serving With Czechs in 
Russian Army, He Led 
Them Around World 
After Revolution. 


By the Associated Press. 

PRAGUE, Sept. 23.—Czechs gen- 
erally gave their acclaim today to 
the Government of Gen. Jan 
Syrovy, World War hero who be- 
came Premier in the crisis that 
arose from the decision to cede 8u- 
deten frontier areas to Germany. 

Army planes flew over Czecho- 
slovakia today dropping circulars 
cafrying anh appeal by Gen. Syrovy 
asking the people to remain calm 
and refrain from further demon- 
etrations. 

- ‘Phe appeal was made on 4 sug- 

gestion. received directly from Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Chamberlain. 
It urged the people, including the 
Sudeten Germans, to abstain from 
activities Which might lead to prov- 
ocations during the negotiations at 
Godesberg. 

Textof Appeal. 


Premiér Syrovy’s circulars said: 

“Citizens: 

“In this eventful moment for 
the state and people, I beg of 
évery one of you to kéep your 
place—the soldier with his arms, 
the tiller of the soil with his 
tools, workers in their work- 
shops and factories, clerks in 
their offices, . 

“The army watches over the 
safety of the republic and can 
fulfill its duty only when the 
people is unified and calm. Show 
your sentiments by your work for 
the state, go back to your duties 
because only in this way can we 
secure the defense of the state. 
Any further demonstrations can 
be of use only to the enemy.” 


Throngs scrambled excitedly to 
snatch the circulars fluttering from 
a bomber flying low over Prague. 
Few reached the pavement. Up- 
stretched hands grabbed them 4s 
they came within reach and crowds 
formed to read them. 

Benes Message to Army. 

It was not “a military Govern- 
ment,” & communhique emphasized 
this morning, but President Benes 
nevertheless called on thé army to 
protect the people against “un- 
friendly elements” which he said 
were attempting to arouse enmity 
toward the Government. 

President Benes, in a message to 
the army, said: 


“In thisday our nation is ex- 
periencing deep sorrow. Unfriend- 
ly elements are trying to use this 
sofrow to arouse a spirit of en- 
mity toward the Government, but 
you must remember that in this 
difficult time the uneasy people 
look to the army for security. 

“In the afmy every citizens 
seés not only a defender of the 
nation but a defender of his per- 
son. The army will merit this 
faith to carry out without devia- 
tion the decisions of Government 
and its chief commander, the 
President of the republic.” 


“In every situation and at every 
pricé, the afmy must remain de 
termined, ready and absolutely 
disciplined. It must be ready in 
every situation to perform its 
duty to the nation.” 

The communique defined the 
Syrovy Government as one of “or- 
der, controlled strength and experi- 
ence,’ and not for “expression of 
political parties, but of work for 
the republic.” 

Excitement Subsides. 

The immediate effect of the ap-

was to calm excited thotisands, Yes-.

Speaking with ¢reat emotion, the 
President pleaded with his people 
to have confidence and promised - 
that the nation would not depart 
from its traditional policies of de- 
mocracy «nd independence. 

‘Do not fea: for the security of 
the nation,” he said. “Its roots are 
deep; our loyal Czech people shall 
not be destroyed. It shall survive 
all difficulties.”

WESTERLY REPORTS 
ITS DEAD AT 74 


Small Fishing Villages and 
Resort Towns Near

Hurricane.

PROVIDENCE, R. L, Sept. 23.— 
With Rhode Island's death toll 
from tidal wave und. hurricane 
standing at 230, new stories of 
tragedy came today from Westerly, 
where the Red Cross and police re- 
ported 74 dead. 

Gov. Robert E. Quinn, after tour- 
ing the devastated area, appealed 
to President Roosevelt for aid. The 
State WPA immediately turned 
over 5000 workers to the State, to 
be used in rescue work. Gov. 
Quinn estimated the damage at 
$100,000,000. 

Whole famiiies lost their lives, 
relief workers said, in the hurri- 
cane, which the Coast Guard at 
Watch Hill reported reached a 
velocity of 120 miles an hour. 

At Misquamicut 10 women attend- 
ing a church social were killed 
when waves engulfed a cottage. Re- 
lief workers reported the narrow 
Charlestown Sandspit was wiped 
out. None of the 20 persons living 
along it has been found alive, 


Cottage Swept Into Pond. 

Mrs. Katherine Burchill of Wes- 
terly lost two children when waves 
tipped over her cottage and swept 
it into a pond. She clung for a 
time to the dress of her 4-month-old 
baby but the infant was swept to 
death. 

Five bodies floated ashore today 
at Portsmouth and could not be 
identified immediately. Orswell 
Peckham and his mother were 
swept into the Sakonnet River and 
their, bodies were washed ashore 
at Seapowet, two miles away. Four 
bodies were found in a crushed 
cottage at Seapowet. 

The wind tore down the sea wall 
at Narragansett pier and scattered 
the fragments of bathing pavilions 
over the sands. The Rhode Island 
Yacht Club building was blown up 
Narragansett Bay and the home of 
the Bristol Yacht Club’ was de- 
stroyed. 

First accurate accounts from 
Point Judith reported demolition 
of the Sand Hill Cove settlement 
and one reporter sent word that 
the Jerusalem and Galilee settie- 
ments, close to Great Salt Pond, 
were wiped out. 

Watch Hill Hard Hit. 

Watch Hill, situated on the shore 
near the Connecticut line, was hard 
hit but there were only fragmen- 
tary reports from that city. The 
outgoing tide disclosed many auto- 
mobiles battered into piles of 
crumpled metal along the shore. 

The original site of Watch Hill, 
on a bluff in the center of the pres- 
ent summer colony, was cut away 
to three-fourths of its former size. 
The waves battered down a con- 
crete sea wall before eating into the 
bluff. Mrs. George G. Snowden of 
Philadelphia bought the site several 
years ago. 

Roads leading into the ruined 
areas were littered with household 
goods and valuables, and National 
Guardsmen maintained patrols to 
prevent looting. Westerly, Provi- 
dence and Woonsucket were placed 
under military control and a 5 
Zo curfew was fixed in the cap- 

Small fishing villages and resort 
towns along a 12-mile strip of shore 
between Watch Hill and Charles- 
town Beach reported heavy loss of 
life. It was not until late last night 
that tales of death and destruction 
came out of the area by radio, 

Two tidal waves that swept over 
beaches crushed more than 400 cot- 
tages. Coast Guard officers re 
ported 50 persons or more perished 
on the beaches in the vicinity of 
Point Judith. : 

The area was closed today except 
to those bearing military or police 
passes. 

Naval Air Station Wrecked. 


On Gould Island, in Narragansett 
Bay, a naval air station was re- 
ported demolished, along with two 
naval seaplanes quartered there. 

George Gustavus, lighthouse keep- 
er at Prudence Island, saw his wife 
and son killed. At Point Judith the 
Well Rock Light was swept away. 

Coast Guard headquarters at Bos- 
ton said advices from State police 
were that 61 died in Providence, but 
there were only nine known dead 

here from other sources. 

It was thought the larger number

BOSTON RAIL SERVICE 
S OTILL DISRUPTED 


Every Plane Available Put Into 
Use to Carry Passengers 
to New York. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Sept. 23.—Railroad serv- 
ice from Boston to points North and 
West today remained disrupted, as 
a result of Wednesday’s devastating 
hurricane, but officers of the lines | 


said they anticipated a return to 
normal within two or three days. 
Meanwhile, airlines operating out 
of this city pressed into service 
every ship available to handle the 
demands for service to New York. 


Several independent flyers augment- 
ed regular men on the established 
services, 

A New England telephone execu- 
tive said today that efforts to re- 
store service to the thousands of 
customers were being rushed, but 
that it might be several days before 
many got their lines opened. 

He said thousands of trees and 
poles had ripped down some cir- 
cuits, while others went out when 
cables suspended under bridges 
snapped. 

Telegraph and telephone service 
was crippled in virtually every sec- 
tion hit by the hurricane. The trees 
and poles must be removed before 
full service can be restored. 

Many Northern New England 
sections and parts of Rhode Island 
still were out of direct telephone 
communication with Boston. 

The Edison Light Co., in adver- 
‘tisements in Boston newspapers, 
said that about 50 per cent of its 
service, which was cut off by the 
storm, had been restored, chiefly 
in hospitals and other institutions. 
Within another day or two, the 
statement said, full service would 
be restored in homes now without 
lights or electric power. 

After a 36-hour trip, the first bus 
from Montreal, since the hurricane 
hit, came into Boston last night 
with 25 passengers. They reported 
badly torn roads in Northern New 
England.

The Death Sentence Customary 


BUT WAS IT REALLY merciful? 
Was it evén mecessary? Can't 
broken legs in horses be mended. 
as Well as in human beings? Is 
it hopeless to try to salvage the 
intrinsic value which such a 
horse represents? 

Not being a veterinarian we 
don’t know about the “mercy.” 
Probably a shot of dope would 
deaden pain in an animal as well 
as in man. But could the horse 
be saved in any case? 

Nearly all track veterinarians 
say no. They pull out the old 
horse pistol and blaze away. Sev- 
eral racers were destroyed this 
year because of broken legs, 
Hauca and Johnny Pan being 
other notable instances besides 
Thingumabob.

IN THE INFIELD at New Or- 
leans Fair Grounds is a mofu- 
ment: Uffder it lies a famous race 
horse—Black Gold, winner of the 
Kentucky Derby and three oth- 
ers. 

Trying a comeback, Black Gold, 
the one time idol of the _ turf, 
broke his leg in @ race. And the 
veterinarian executioner pistoled 
him on the track. 

Scores of racers have been de- 
stroyed for the same cause in turf 
history of this country because 
the vets think there is nothing 
else to do.

They Can Be Mended. 
BUT BROKEN LEGS can be 
mendéd, A dentist flouted the 
veterinarians by proving it. His 
name was Peter Wehner, from 
Cincinnati. 

When te and his wife went to 
River Downs racetrack one day 
they saw a race horse, Prince 
Pine, fall and break his leg in a 
race, Noting that the véteri- 
narian was about to shoot the 
beast; Mrs. Wehner rushed from 
the stands and protested loudly 
against the proceeding, backed 
up by her husband. 

“I can save that horse,” he de- 
clared, He argued with the track 
authorities and veterinarians and 
finally won his point. They gave 
him the horse!

THOMAS F. MDONAL 
URGED FOR COURT RACE 


G. O. P. State Subcommittee 
Favors Him as Candidate 
for Supreme Bench. 


Thomas F. McDonald, former 
president of the St. Louis Bar As- 
sociation, sald today he would ac- 
cept the Republican candidacy for 
the long term in the Missouri Su- 
preme Court if the. Republican 
State Committee approved the rec- 
ommendation, to be made in Kan- 
sas City next Wednesdag by a spe- 
cial subcommittee, 

His choice for recommendation 
to take the place of the late Su- 
preme Court Judge William F. 
Frank on the Republican ticket in 
the November election, made here 
yesterday by the subcommittee, is 
regarded as tantamount to approv- 
al for the candidacy. 

If named by the State Committee, 
McDonald will make the race 
against State Senator Albert M. 
Clark of Richmond, who won the 
Democratic nomination in the pri- 
mary, with backing of the Pender- 
gast organization. 

McDonald attracted attention by 
his efforts to purge the St. Louis 
Bar of unethical members, an ac- 
complishment which he has credit- 
ed to those who served with him 
on the Grievance Committee of the 
St. Louis Bar Association. He is 
47 years old, a member of the law 
firm of Donnell & McDonald, and 
resides at 135 South Gore avenue, 
Webster Groves. 

He revived efforts to raise stand- 
ards of the legal profession by dis- 
ciplinary action against unethical 
members when he became chair- 
man of the Grievance Committee in 
1932, a post he held threé years, In 
the spring of 1935 he was elected 
president of the St. Louis Bar As 
sociation which received the St. 
Louis award for outstanding serv- 
ice to the community. 

McDonald was graduated from 

the University of Michigan in 1917, 
just after he had enlisted in the 
first officers’ training camp at Fort 
Snelling, Minn, Two years ago the 
university conferred on him the 
honorary degree of master of laws.

SPEEDING WORK 
ON DEFENSE LINE 


Diplomats at Washington 
Get Word That Soviets 


Now Realize They Must 
Rely Only on Selves. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Re- 
ports reaching Washington indicate 
that Soviet Russia, convinced Adolf 
Hitier has obtained a free hand in 
Eastern Europe, is forging a pro- 
'tective armor for the Ukraine,. . 

On the basis of meager informa- 
tion diplomats here believe the Rus- 
sians have speeded up construction 
of a line of steel from the Black 
to the White Sea. Behind this line 
the Red army would await any in- 
vasion. 

Hitler’s domination of Czecho- 
slovakia, if completed, would put 
the German influence or army with- 
in a hundred miles of the Ukraine. 
The latter is one of the richest 
geographical areas in the world, the 
possession of whose-minerals and 
grains—in Hitler’s words in 1936— 


The Ukraine now supplies the 
Soviet with about 80 per cent of its 
coal, 60 per cent of its iron, 95 per 
cent of its manganese, the bulk of 
its wheat, and vast quantities of 
mercury, copper and gold. 

It is Russia’s granary, a country 
of limitless steppes, almost as large 
as Germany was before annexation 
of Austria. It has a population of 
about 30,000,000. 

The Russian problem in_ the 
Ukraine is complicated by just such 
a minority issue as gave Hitler his 
chance in Czechoslovakia. The 
Ukrainians do not speak Russian. 
Their culture, literature and civili- 
zation is vastly different and older. 
There has been and probably still 
is a powerful separatist movement 
in the region. 

After the war and until 1923 the 
Ukraine Republic was a separate 
country signing treaties with Eu- 
ropean nations. Then it was ab- 
sorbed by the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics.

"Britain Moves at Geneva to Cut 
League Loose From Versailles Pact 


Proposals Believed to Be Intended to Bring | 
Germany, Italy and Other Ex-Members 
Back Into Fold. 


By the Associated Press, 


ain . started yesterday what was 
widely considered to/be a campaign 
to remold the League of Nations 
into a form attractive to Germany 
and other former members. 

Richard Austen Butler, British 
Parliamentary Undersecretary of 
Foreign Affairs, demanded that the 
question of cutting the League off 
from. the treaty of Versailles be 
considered immediately, 

He pointed out that the commit- 
tee of 10 jurists, appointed by last 
year’s assembly to study the ques- 
tion, reported favorably on separa- 
tion of the League Covenant from 
the Versailles pact. 

If such a step were taken it would 
remove what German and. Italian 
observers have called the League’s 
“stigma of Versailles.” This would 
also leave little more of the peace 
treaty that ended the World War 
than some of its territorial changes. 

Butler’s next move before the Po- 
litical Committee was to strike from 
the Covenant—at least so far as the 
British Government’s interpretation 


‘| of it—the last hint of obligation to 


apply punitive measures against an 
aggressor nation. 

He summed up his Government’s 
attitude as follows: 

1, That there were no “uncondi- 
tional obligations” to apply punitive 
measures embodied in Article 16 of 
the Covenant.

ENGLISH BISHOP CONDEMNS

Prelate Is the One Who First Pub- 
licly Oriticised Former 
King Edward,

LONDON, Sept. 23.—Dr. Alfred 
W. F. Blunt, Bishop of Bradford, 
who was the first to raise his voice 
publicly against King Edward. VIII, 
now Duke of Windsor, today con- 
demned the “wickedly foolish treat- 
ment” of Germany.

The political influence of the Com- 
munists and Socialists over republican 
Spain has been constantly waning, and 
a victory for the Loyalists would not nec 
essarily mean a resumption of that in- 
fluence, Should Germany and Italy 
work their will, however, every vestige 
of a framework on which to build democ- 
racy will be entirely destroyed. It is now

EMBATTLED MEDICAL ASSOCIATION, 

Determination to fight “even in the courts of last 
resort” against any charge of monopoly is voiced by 
the Journal of the American Medical Association. 
This is in connection with the recent action by As- 
sistant Attorney-General Thurman Arnold against 
the efforts of individual and organized old-line 
physicians to wreck the Group Health Association 
of Washington. 

The Journal speaks of the new policies adopted 
last week by the organization’s House of Delegates, 
urging provision of,more medical care for the poor, 
while continuing to oppose governmental or political 
control of medicine. The néew program, it must be 
agreed, is an admirable stép forward, But health 
co-operatives do not mean governmental or political 
control, They represent a conservative plan where- 
by members of the moderate-income group pay in 
advance for médical care and, by retaining physi- 
cians on a contract basis, reduce the costs. 

Organized medicine could quite consistently extend 
its new policy to approval of co-operatives. Tech- 
nically speaking, the charge of monopoly may not 
be valid. But surely it is no savory spectacle to see 
doctors barred from hospitals and expelled from 
their professional society because of connection with 
a co-operative group. The monopoly charges would 
be swiftly dismissed on abandonment of these tactics, 
and no fight to the highest court would be/needed. 
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A CASE THAT DEMANDS ACTION. 

Roy Ray Blasingame, a 14-yeaf-old néwsbéy of 
East St. Louis, died on Sept. 13 of acute pancreatitis 
caused by a kick administered by the driver of a 
news agency truck.

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THE EAST COAST HURRICANE. 

September is the hurricane season in this hemis- 
phere. Storms originating in tropic waters, usually 
around the West Indies, have taken a terrific toll in 
that month. Bxamples are the Galveston disaster 
of 1900, which cost 6000 lives, and the Florida hur- 
ricane of 1928,.in which 2800 persons were Killed. 

It is seldom, however, that a tropical storm sweeps 
so far up the Atlantic seaboard, and with such 
devastating effect, as that which struck New York, 
New England and adjacent area Wednesday night. 
A hurricane was headed for the Florida coast Mon- 
day night, then veered out te sea. Marly Wednesday 
came Weather Bureau warnings for the region from 
Charleston, 8. C., to Atlantic City, but the storm 
skipped over to lash the more nofrtlierly area, and 
to inflict heavy loss of life, huge property damage 
and disastrous floods, 

Manhattan, Brooklyn and nearby suburban regions 
were badly battered, but fortunately did not bear 
the full force of the hurricane. As it was, a slight 
shift in the storm center would have brought it down 
upon the crowded-area. By only a narrow margin 
did New York City escape catastfophe. 

CHINA SENDS A SCHOLAR. 

To. teplace Dr. C. T, Wang, who has resigned as 
Ambassador to this country, China is sending a man 
widely acclaimed as its most brilliant citizen. He 
is Dr. Hu Shih, American-educated philosopher, who | 
has earned the name, “Father of the Chinese 
Renaissanée.” This is in honor of his Work in 
raising the Chinese vernacular to the dignity of a 
written langage, and thereby contributing vastly to 
the couatry’s unification. 

Long a determined pacifist, Dr. Hu stood for non- 
resistance during the years of foreign exploitation 
suffered by his country, and éyen through Japan's 
conquest of Manchuria.

ACK in the days whén some form of 

national relief had bécome inevitable, 

though we were still shying away from 
the unhappy word “dole,” an outspoken 
writing Man of my acquaintance broke out 
with the following: “There is no reason to 
be afraid of the dole. The dole has been a 
thoroughly respectable inatitution in Amer 
ica for many years. Mr, Vincent Astor has 
been on the dole all his life.” 

Just another piece of socialistic wisecrack- 
ing! But it refused to be brushed aside, and 
presently I found miyself in the somewhat 
disturbing attitude of partial agreement. 
The foundation of the Astor fortune Was 


laid by a highly acquisitive gentleman who 


bought land in places where people someday 
would have to have it, and then sat tight and 
waited. As population spread out and/ 
around, as children were born and reared, 
as streets and water.mains extended, the 
land became more and more valuable, 

The old mah made no improvements, he 
accepted no offers. When the right time 
came he built houses on the land and fented 
them. But neither he nor his descendants 
ever sold, The people paid them—not for 
any service, but for their alert and stub- 
born habit of getting in the way. The mil- 
lions were labeled by the economists “un- 
earned increment.” This was a recognized 
and certified element in political economy. 

It had social standing. The receiver of 
unearned increment lost nfo caste by that 
process; on the contrary, he or she might 
be lifted into the highest ranks. “Unearned 
increment” was polite and proper; “dole” 
Was 4 disgrace. But when my friend had 
the bad manners to inject the blunt Anglo- 
Saxon word into the Astor picture he doubt- 
less startled many minds besides my own.

Once the mind accepts this shocking pre- 
mise much of our national history begins 
to take on a different aspect. We discover 
that the dole has always been with wus. It 
has played its part in the whole development 
of our American civilization, a very impor 
tant and necessary part. The first big dole, 
of course, was the land taken from the In- 
dians. Our sainted ancestors did not pu 
chase it, in most instances; they simply 
reached out and helped themselves. 

When the wars were over, and the infant 
Republic began to functioti, the dole prompt- 
ly made its appearance in a new and highly 
respectable form. It was called, this time, a 
tariff, and the very valid argument in its 
favor Was that it would encourage the 
ing of industries to provide employment for 
our people and make us strong and inde- 
pendent in the event of war.

So public help, via tariffs, patents, free 
lands, good roads, the promotion of foreign 
trade, huge expenditures for war, and many 
other forms, has been a constant factor in 
our national growth. Harry lL. Hopkins 
was right in saying that the habit of taking 
from the public purse is “as American as 
corn on the cob.” He is partly right, also, 
when he says that part of the protest against 
present Government expenditures is because 
they are going to the wrong people. 

To give the money at the top and let it 
find its way down has been the national 
habit. But spréading it around at the bot- 
tom, with the idea that some of it, through 
added purthasing power, will find its way to 
industry and investors at the top—this is 
revolutionary.

But there is another side to the picture. 
The Founding Fathers were thinking not in 
terms of what they could get but of what 
they could give to make life in these United 
States something nobler than the world had 
ever yet produced.

The Sudeten Germans have had 
full proportional representation in 
the Czech Parliament, and up until 
afew months ago, two Ministers in 
the Czech Cabinet — who resigned

The economic woes of the Sudeten 
gas are the economi@ woes of the 
dustrial areas of Great Britain or 
o@f the industrial areas of the 
United States during a depression. 


The last time I was in the Sude- 
ten areas the troubles of the Sudeten 
Germans were presented to me by 
a Menleinist who was a bureaucrat 
on the pay roll of the Czech Gov- 
ernment, by mumerous officials, 
most of whom were on the pay roll 
of the Czech Government. Even 
in Prague, where the Germans 
are a tiny minority, they have, per 
capital, more and better equipped 
high schools than the Czechs, an 
opera house, a theater, a university 
and a polytechnical institute. 

There are no concessions which 
could have been made to the Sude- 
ten Germans short of the destruc- 
tion of Czechoslovakia; and the 
civil liberties granted the Sudeéeten 
Germans have been used by them 
tocommit high treason on Czechp- 
slovak soil. 


Let us not accept the theory that 
the “Sudeten Germans” are synony- 
mous with Konrad Henlein’s au- 
thoritarian party. Henlein’s big 
vote in the last election was due 
to a coalition between his party, 
the German agrarians, and the Ger- 
man clericals. But they did not 
make a united front on the basis of 
annexation to Germany because 
that question was never raised by 
Mr, Henlein. 

It must also be remembered that 
the British, and French govern- 
ments, who are actually trying to 
make their stand consistent with 
principles of self-determination, are 
banding over the Sudeten Germans, 
even the Nazi Sudeten Germans, to 
Nazi-ism, and thereby making for 
them an absolutely irrevocable de- 
cision. For once you become a 
Nazi you cannot afterwards change 
your mind, 


The members of the Nazi party 
have nothing whatever to say about 
ts policies. The Nazi party, like 
the Nazi state, is authoritarian, the 
orders come from the top, and the

I saw this kind of party organiza- 
tion work in Germany; I have seen 
it work in Austria; and I have seen 
it work in the Sudeten land, And 
it will work anywhere if there is a 
strong army backing it. And so 
great has been the Nazi oppression 
of Germans, Czechs and Jews in 
this territory that today half a 
million people, equal to the total 
population of Prague, have filed 
and are being -cared for in tents 
and barracks—and this before the 
fate of Czechoslovakia was de- 
cided! . 

And this cold intimidation is, of 
course, accompanied by an enor- 
mous emotional appeal to racial 
solidurity, It is given a mystic and 
religious aspect. It does not 
matter that the Germans in the 
Sudeten areas are Germans for the 
same reason that German Jews are 
Germans—because they speak the 
German language; it does not mat- 
ter that a mixture of German and 
Slav blood flows even in Mr. Hen- 
jein’s veins. 

But if there were anything else 
needed to show the absolute and 
complete bunkum of the German 
propaganda about “oppression” it 
is to call attention to a few other 
German minorities. 

Poland and Hungary are now col- 
laborating -with Hitler to demand 
the “freezing” of their minorities 
from the “yoke” of Czechoslovakia, 
but Hitler is not saying anything 
about freeing Germans from the 
“yoke” of Poland and Hungary. 
There are as many Germans in Po- 
land as in Czechoslovakia. 

Nor do we hear a word about the 
oppressed Germans in Italy—on the 
contrary Mussolini is all for plebis- 
cites. He is not afraid of a plebis- 
cite in the South Tyrol because he 


would control it.

GOODMAN 10 ‘SWING IT 
AT CONCERT TONIGHT 


Band LeaderyWho Can’t De- 
fine His Rhythm Will Im- 
provise for ‘Jitterbugs.’ 


Benny Goodman, the earnest 
young clarinetist whom the “jit- 
terbugs” of America have hailed as 
the “king of swing,” finds it as 
hard as the psychologists and the 
music critics to give a definition 
of the kind of music which he has 
helped turn into a minor national 
craze. 

In St. Louis for a concert and 
jam session at the Municipal Au- 
witorium tonight, he said when 
asked for a desription of swing: 
“you might as_well try to define 
poetry.” 

Swing, as everyone knows, con- 
sists largely of improvisation. Any 
tune—popular, operatic, or classical 
—has wild and fanciful changes 
rung on it, but there are no set 
rules. And just what it is, not even 
the best practioners will say. 

Swing has, like jazz a decade ago, 
invaded the sacred halls of class- 
ical music and now its status in 
the history of music is less known 
than ever before. Tonight's per- 
formance is an example. The first 
part will be a concert, with the 
audience theoretically trying to sit 
still while Goodman plays on the 
stage. Then follows the rumpus 
of a jam session. The promoter of 
the affair has been bothered all 
day by ticket holders who want to 
know whether they should come 
formally dressed as for a sym- 
phony concert or stripped down 
for a good, hot shag. 

For this state of affairs, Good- 
man himself is responsible: He 
gave swing “significance” by re 
placing the New York Philhar- 
monic for a concert at Carnegie 
Hall last winter. Since then he 
also has played in Symphony Hall 
in Boston. He has made Mozart 
records with the Budapest String 
Quartet and this season he will play 
a duet-with Joseph Szigeti, the 
noted Hungarian violinist, which 
Bela Bartok, modern Hungarian 
composer, is writing for them. 

Goodman takes it all in stride. 
Just 29 years old, he is a hard- 
working musician who plays to an 
average of about 5000 persons every 
day in the year. He started playing 
the clarinet when he was 11 years

school to join up with a band, Last 
week he went back to Chicago's 
Hull House, where he used to play 
as a youngster, and gave the chil- 
dren a complete concert. 

His favorite composer among the 
classicists is Mozart. Among con- 
temporary popular writers it is 
Fletcher Henderson, who, with Jim- 
my Mundy and Edgar Thompson, 
does all of his arrangements. 

He is wary about giving his per- 
sonal reaction to the crazy and in- 
flamed antics of the devout “jit- 
terbugs.” He says he doesn't care 
what they do, if they don’t get too 
wild, The enthusiasm they create 
floats over and gives the orchestra 
an added lift, he says.

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ROME.—Italy has switched im- 
mediate plans for. colonization of 
the empire from Ethiopia to Libya 
after an investigation by Gen. At- 
tilio “Teruzzi, Under-Secretary for 


Italian Africa, which revealed that 


years of pacification and organi- 
zation would be necessary for mass 
colonizatfon in. Ethiopia. 

To divert popular attention from 
this disappointment and to keep the 
fires of imperial enthusiasm alight, 
work was rushed this summer to 
prepare the coastal region of Cire- 
naica, between Bengasi and Derna, 
for 1000 settler families,.the first, 
it is hoped, of 10,000. 

This region, lying between the 
parched central. plateau and the 
Mediterranean, received most of the 
country’s nine. to 18 inches of an- 
nual rainfall. This would be suf- 
ficient if it could be relied on to 
fall regularly when crops need it. 


But as it falls mostly In enort show- 
ers during the. winter it must be 
supplemented by irrigation. A great 
dam is being constructed in the 
Derna region, where the heaviest 
rainfall occurs, from’ which an 
aqueduct’ will run to Barce, dis- 
tributing water on the way. About 
3500 workmen are busy on this 
project or on building hceuses, dig- 
ging wells and prep .ring the 
ground, The colonists will leave 
Italy on Oct. 29, the first of the 
seventeenth year of the Fascist 
era, 
Four Villages Being Built. 
Following Italian tradition, the 
colonists’ houses are being built in 
villages, four of which are now 
under construction near the trunk 
highway along the coast which leads 
to the Egyptian border. This means 
that in many cases laborers must 
travel many miles to their work 
every day, but most of them prefer 
this to living on isolated farms. The 
typical village consists of a church, 
the House of the Fascio, a school, 
an inn, barracks, culdhieatian head- 
quarters and the colonists’ homes. 
The experiment is being carried 
out on territory which in classical 
times was rich agricultural country. 
It is still a’matter of debate wheth- 
er its subsequent sterility was due 
to bad farming, administrative 
break-down or gradually decreas- 
ing rainfall. The results of the next 
few years may provide the answer. 
Would Protect Natives. 
Some straight talking on what 
must be done in Ethiopia was de- 
livered by Gen. Teruzzi in an in- 
terview in the “Azione Coloniale.” 


The most urgent matter, the Gen-’ 


eral stressed, was to secure the 

natives, individually and collective- 

ly, in the possession of their lands. 

This suggests that the Fascists rec- 

ognize that the country cannot be 

pacified until this is done, and that 
forcible confiscation of native land 
would be inadvisable, It is reported 
that there are about twice as many 
inhabitants as the Italians had ex- 
pected to find—the figures range 

between 17,000,000 and 21,000,000, 

numbers which make the native 

problem very different from what 
had been anticipated: 

“Legal recognition of native pro- 
prietorship, both individual and cél- 
lective, is a political prerequisite to 
any development of the imperial 
lands,” Gen. Teruzzi said. “It must 
be far-reaching and complete, and 
above all be carried out in the 
shortest possible time.” 

Next, he stressed that there must 
be a complete. change of attitude. 
The post-conquest boom mentality 
must give way to hard, plodding 
work, get-rich-quick dreams to the 
solution of practical problem, waste 
to economy and the airplane to the 
mule team. 

Would Use Animals. 

“I am more than ever convinced 
of the necessity of acting quickly, 
and, on a large scale, to make ani- 
mal traction in Italian East Africa 
an accomplished fact,” he said. “We 
must demobilize this deplorable 
spendthrift mentality which uses 
100 men where 10 would do, em- 
ploys an airplane when'a car would 
be ample, and a car where a team 
of mules would be enough, Now 
that the regime is building many 
splendid roads, it would be an un- 
pardonable mistake if animal trac- 
tion were not exploited to the. ut- 
most both by natives and by ‘Ital- 
ians.” 

This evidently reflects the con- 
cern of: the Fascist authorities at 
the great expense which will have 
to be borne in developing the coun- 
try. Billions of lire which might 
have been applied: there have been 
spent in ‘the Spanish adventure, 
which still shows no. signs of end- 
ing. The international capital ‘mar- 
ket is closed to Italy, and . even 
when. it is opened, the adoption of 
anti-Semitism will be a factor det- 
rimental to the placing of a loan in 
either London or—supposing — it 
could be done for other reasons— 
in New York. 

There will not be much to spare 
for Ethiopia, and that little must 
not be dissipated on “luxuries” like 

,. which must be iniported 
paid ‘for in foreign exchange. 
these conditions, preparation

It was called that because that is 
exactly. what it looks like. The dictonary says that a tubercle is a 
knotlike excrescence on an animal or plant. To the naked eye a tubercle 


—say in the lung—is a small white nubbin or spot. It looks somewhat | 


like a small seed—in fact, one form of tuberculosis—miliary tuberculosis 
—was named after millet seeds. 

To the naked eye it looks like that, but when seen under the mi- 
croscope it presents typically a very characteristic arrangement. There 
is a large cell in the center surrounded by two zones of smaller cells. 
This tubercle was the only 7c; there was of recognizing the disease 
before the time when the cause was discovered. So it was called the 
specific granuloma. It is specific to the disease, and it is a granuloma 
because it is a localized inflammatory lesion. 

ANOTHER FORM of infection which presents special features is 
infection by animal parasites. The bacteria are classified as of the 
vegetable kingdom. But organisms such as the malarial plasmodium 
and the amoeba are animals. Against them the body offers very little 
defense. It is unable to destroy them as it does bacteria, and it pro- 
duces no antibodies to combat their poison, as it does in the case of 
bacterial infection. I have known cases of malaria] infection to recur 
year after year, 20 times or more, with no diminution in vigor. The ma- 
larial plasmodium stays in the body in such cases and seems to hiber- 
nate, to arouse itself every once in a while. 

But man’s ingenuity has supplied what the body lacks in such forms 
of infection, The animal parasites are far easier killed off by drugs 
and chemicals. Thus for malaria we have quinine, for amoebic infec- 
tion ipecac, for syphilis salvarsan.
